DEAR  ANN,  "We've  got  a  deal  that  you  won't  be  able  to  refuse!"  That's  what 
the  Bradley  University  Bookstore  says  at  the  end  of  each  semester  when  they 
recall  the  used  books.  When  the  students  are  lucky,  they  get  a  small  refund. 
But  most  of  the  time  students  must  sell  books  back  to  the  "Company"  and 
settle  for  twenty-five  cents  for  a  book  that  might  have  cost  as  much  as  twenty- 
five  dollars.  The  paperback  book  is  being  used  by  many  instructors  because  it 
is  cheaper  than  the  hard  back  edition.  Since  it  is  cheaper,  the  bookstore 
doesn't  feel  obligated  to  give  even  a  quarter  for  it.  Most  often  the  student  can 
only  whisper  something  under  his  or  her  breath  and  stalk  off  poorer  but  wiser. 
Just  knowing  not  to  expect  any  credit  for  these  expensive  items  doesn't  help 
the  problem  of  having  a  shelf  full  of  useless  books  not  connected  with  ones 
major.

Bradley 
basketball  has  lost  its  spark  and  what 
is  going  to  happen  to  this  institution 
of  higher  learning?  What  does  a  school 
in  a  financial  deficit  do  when  it  has 
lost  its  main  selling  point? 

Although  the  fieldhouse  still  re- 
mains full  at  games,  fans  come  away  with 
a  sense  of  disappointment  and  impending 
doom  when  the  team  loses  games  it 
should  have  won,  when  the  team  em- 
ploys stall  tactics  that  don't  work  as  far  as 
the  fans  are  concerned,  and  when  players 
have  far  too  many  ''off"  nights. 

"Bradley  basketball  at  its  best" 
seems  to  be  a  dying  tradition  at  the 
university.  It  is  going  the  way  of 
other  traditions  that  have  died  on  cam- 
pus —  football,  homecoming,  and  school 
spirit. 

Where  has  all  the  spirit  gone? 
Granted,  the  rah-rah  college  days  are 
gone,  but  what  has  happened  to  pride  in 
one's  school  —  that  sense  of  nationalism 
localized  to  a  specific  area?  Can  there 
ever  again  be  the  phenomenon  classified 
as  school  spirit  here? 

Perhaps  it  can  be  regenerated  but 
it's  up  to  students,  faculty,  and  admin- 
istrators. Together  they  have  created 
the  apathetic  atmosphere  that  engulfs 
Bradley's  every  pore,  that  surrounds  it 
at  every  entrance. 

With  facilities  that  leave  much  to 
be    desired,    the    university    tries  to 


recruit  students  and  keep  those  students 
already  here  satisfied  with  a  glorified 
airplane  hanger,  and  a  promise  of  a  new 
physical  education  facility  that  has 
been  repeated  for  the  last  10  years. 

Though  many  find  it  hard  to  believe 
there  are  other  sports  at  Bradley  be- 
sides the  "god-almighty"  sport  of  bas- 
ketball. Minor  sports  don't  seem  to  be 
a  big  business  for  this  university  how- 
ever. When  few  spectators  turn  out  to 
see  teams  that  have  excellent  records 
and  are  doing  well  this  season  and  they 
get  no  publicity  or  recognition  (this 
publication  included)  there  is  something 
wrong.  Is  it  because  of  the  conditioning 
students  get  here?  All  they  hear  is  talk 
of  basketball.  Many  students  don't 
realize  that  there  is  a  swim  team  or  a 
wrestling  team.  But  it  could  be  due 
to  the  fact  that  most  of  these  "minor" 
sports  do  not  take  place  on  campus 
because  there  are  not  adequate  facilities 
here.  Could  this  be  the  reason  foot- 
ball died  —  the  stadium  was  five  miles 
from  campus? 

However,  there  is  always  hope.  At 
the  end  of  every  bad  or  mediocre  season 
the  quote,  "We're  optimistic  and  looking 
forward  to  next  year"  can  be  heard. 
But  how  many  next  years  are  there  going 
to  be?  How  long  can  students  go  on 
dreaming  of  "Next  Year"?  Why  not  face 
reality!

Participating  can  go  on  in  a  non- 
organization  atmosphere,  however.

Then  there's  always  the  Sweet  Shop, 
paid  for  by  the  Dad's  Association,  which 
is  doing  good  business.  Students  always 
enjoy  eating.  But  couldn't  that  money 
have  been  used  for  better  purposes  when 
this  university  is  in  the  midst  of  a  financial 
deficit? 

Organizing  into  groups  can  be  a  good 
force  but  only  if  people  are  willing  to 
work  for  them  to  be  active.  The  Student 
Center  can  only  change  by  students  push- 
ing for  change  and  that  won't  happen 
until  the  apathy  can  be  eliminated  on  this 
campus.

Student  Senate,  the  legislative 
branch  of  student  government, 
kicked  off  their  activities  with  a  pub- 
lic relations  week.  Speakers  involved 
in  the  PR  campaign  included  Sena- 
tor Eagleton  of  Missouri  and  William 
Ruckelshaus,  director  of  the  envi- 
ronmental protection  agency.
